The governor said he considered 
the request unofficial.

Rockefeller also said, as he has 
before, that he would accept a 
genuine draft by party leaders for 
the presidential nomination. 


He said he would not accept the 
vice-presidential nomination even 
if it were offered personally by 
President Eisenhower. 


Rockefeller has said all along 
he does not want the No. 2 spot— 
that he feels he can do more for 
the people of New York as gov- 
ernor than he could do as vice 
president. 


The governor at first was inter- 
viewed on a television program.

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AF Denies’ 
RB47 Sent 
Bases Data 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Air 
Force Sunday labeled as “abso- 
lutely untrue” reports that an 
American reconnaissance plane 
sent back valuable information on 
three secret Russian rocket bases 
before it was shot down. 


The denial came after the Lon- 
don Sunday Dispatch reported the 
downed RB47 uncovered the bases 
on its ill-fated flight north of the 
Arctic Circle July 1. 


The State department had no 
comment. 


The newspaper said the Red 
bases were part of a network 
“stretching along 4,000 miles of 
Russia’s Arctic coastline’ and 
“put every American city within 
reach of Soviet rockets.” 


It said the plane photographed 
the bases with a camera which 
had a range of 150 miles at a time 
when it was over international 
waters.

The Army manpower shifts,

Some Georgia Missionaries

flown to safety, although some 
were reported Sunday to be re- 
maining at their stations. 

Some missionaries, endangered 
in the wake of the recent “mu- 
tiny’’ by Congolese soldiers, were 
being prevented from air evacua- 
tion Sunday by natives who are 
“not hostile but simply wanted 
to head off the departure of men 
who served as doctors and teach- 
ers,” according to messages re- 
ceived in Leopoldville by the 
American Mission Radio Center.

missionaries individually. 


An Atlanta family, the Glenn 
Murrays and their teen-age son 
and daughter, were among a 
group believed to be Protestant 
missionaries concentrated by Em- 
bassy order at the large Baptist 
compound in Leopoldville.

At State Hospital 


Progress in improving the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital is good in some 
prospects but virtually nil in other ways. 


Supt. Irville MacKinnon is doing a 
commendable job under difficult circum- 
stances, high on the list of which is the 
need for additional funds, and deserves 
a free hand in furthering reforms. 


The best thing initiated under the 
new administration of the institution was 
establishment of an intensive treatment 
ward, The high rate of cures it has led 
to offers definite proof that its facilities, 
now limited to handling a patient load 
of approximaely 150, should be ex- 
panded. 


Some of the problems involved in 
making the State Hospital second to none 
in the nation, the announced goal of 
Gov. Vandiver, are of a long-range na- 
ture. 


But too many things that should have 
been corrected have not been changed. 


Staff writer Jack Nelson, who toured 
the hospital last week, reports the quality 
of food served is much the same as it 
was when Gov. Vandiver last year de- 
scribed it as “not fit for dogs.” 


While some physical improvements 
have been made and others are in the 
works, maintenance still lags. Plumbing 
deficiencies, lack of adequate linen and 
clean clothes are among a number of 
shortcoming begging for immediate ac- 
tion. 

Employe morale is not what it should 
be. Proper steps should be taken to bring 
about better communication between the 
hospital administration and the large 
number of workers under its jurisdic- 
tion. 

Gov. and Mrs. Vandiver are sched; 
uled to revisit the hospital July 27. It 
is hoped that the tour will lead to accel- 
eration of his mental health program.

Of course, I was disappointed 
that during the campaign the 
nominee of the party had not un- 
derstood the necessity of giving 
unqualified support to the poli- 
cies of the incumbent Democratic 
President.

so apparently uncertain of himself 
and remote from people—that he 
had to learn how to communi- 
cate with the man in the street. 


When we parted that.day in 
1956, I had the feeling that I had 
failed in my effort to help him. 


I realized more than ever not 
only that Stevenson had a prob- 
lem of making himself understood 
by the man in the street, but that 
his indecisiveness, unless over- 
come, would make him ineffec- 
tual as a president.

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ANN ARBOR, Mich (WNS)— 
Women are getting funnier and 
are displaying more wit today 
than ever before in history, 
says one of the leadifig psy- 
chologists specializing in the- 
ories of what makes people 
laugh. 


Dr. Ronald F. Trunsky, of the 
University of Michigan Medical 
Center, says that the fact that 
women are becoming wittier is 
further proof that they are be- 
coming more aggressive and in- 
vading what once was consid- 
ered the purely masculine 
world. 

“Women are traditionally 
supposed to be incapable of 
even retelling a good joke,” he 
says in a new scholarly paper. 

Dr. Trunsky is bringing up 
to date one of Freud’s most fa- 
mous studies, ‘““Wit and Its Re- 
lation to the Unconscious.” 
CERTAIN FEARS 


Freud and Trunsky conclude 
that little boys have certain 


fears that do not beset girls 
early in life, and as a result 


they have to sharpen their ver- 
bal barbs as a defense. 


Girls have fears, too, Dr. 
Trunsky points out, but they 
have been suppressed in our 
social system so that women 
have been remarkably lacking 
in humor, although he grants 
that fundamentally their tend- 
ency to enjoy wit is much the 
same as in the male. 


NOT ALLOWED 


“In our society the woman 
is not allowed to be witty 
since this means in our uncon- 
scious .to be masculine,” he 
maintains. 

“The woman of today is sup- 
posed to be warm, understand- 
ing, charming, attractive, pas- 
sive and accepting,” he points 
out. 


If a woman is too witty it 
frightens off the male, he con- 
tends. “She had better not 
show her wit too obviously if

And Dr. Trunsky insists that 
*“‘to.a man, maleness is so blind- 
ly important to his very being, 
even more so unconsciously” 
that he deeply resents a wom- 
an’s invading his realm. 


At the risk of being unfunny 
to women, Dr. Trunsky points 
out that “we need only to sur- 
vey the field of female co- 
medians to see how few and 
far between they really are.” 


“In fact,”’ Dr. Trunsky brave- 
ly contends, ‘‘the well - known 
comedienne did not start until 
relatively modern times and 
probably with the advent of the 
follies of Florenz Ziegfield, a 
mere male.” 


SOCIAL PRESSURES 


Dr. Trunsky, in his researches 
into the unconsicious, has not 
found any real reason, other 
than social pressures, which dis- 
qualify women from ever being 
humorous. 


In fact, he states that “‘lady 
bosses, advertising executives, 
and other types of females who 
are successfully impersonating 
male roles are as skillful in in- 
venting and telling a joke as 
any man.”’ 


By turning increasingly to wit, 
Dr. Trunsky warns that modern 
woman is running considerable 
risk. He points out that “Freud 
felt that wit was a cleverly dis- 
guised form of aggression.” 


Although Leacock stressed 
that “kindliness” was inherent 
in all good humor, Dr. 
cites psychological studies indi- 
cating that it always verges 
close to the sarcastic, and since 
this is not a very attractive 
human characteristic, women 
may suffer some personality 
loss in hazarding it.

CIVIL WAR 


Battle of Atlanta Is Setting 
Of Locally Made TV Program 


By CHARLES MOORE 


Friday marks the 96th 
anniversary of the Battle 
of Atlanta, one of the 
four clashes here that 


plunged the bayonet- 
point into the heart of 
the Confederacy. 


At 8:30 p.m. Friday, with the 
first Southern-produced Civil 
War-theme television produc- 
tion, WAGA-TV (Ch. 5) com- 
memorates that day in the his- 
tory of Atlanta—the only Ameri- 
can city ever to feel what is 
now called “total war.” 


The drama, “Captured Mo- 
ment,” will be broadcast in 
color, another first in Atlanta 
television. 


The moment captured (it is a 
moment of some 24 hours) is 
that of three Confederate sol- 
diers from the day following the 
(July 20) Battle of Peachtree 
Creek up to the Battle of At- 
lanta as they seek to rejoin 
Hardee’s Corps, only to be 
swept up in the battle. 


FROM CYCLORAMA 


Scenes for the Battle of At- 
lanta were taken from the Cyclo- 
rama. Utilizing the stop-motion 
camera technique and tremend- 
ously effective lighting, camera- 
man Norman Whitman recreates 
from the world-famous painting 


the battle that raged through 
what is now southwest Atlanta, 
adding a new dimensian—mo- 
tien—to that static painting. It 
is a fitting climax to the 30- 
minute program. 


It’s a simple plot—explains its 


writer-producer Phil Taylor, “It 
is only a vignette, a momentary 
glimpse; in truth, a captured 
moment, preceding and during 
the battle .. .”"—of three men, 
one mortally wounded, trying to 
rejoin their unit after a scout- 
ing expedition. Very effective as 
the unshaven, dirty (and sure 
to draw irate letters from the 
UDC) Confedefates are Bob 
Weigle, George Ellis and Ed 
Kincaid, all of whom are 
Theater Atlanta regulars. 


NEAR KENNESAW 


The outdoor action was taken 
on Little River near Kennesaw 
Mountain, chosen because it 
looks as did Peachtree Creek a 
century ago. Urbanization ruined 
Peachtree Creek as the site, 
explained director Skip Thomas. 


The weapons carried by the 
trio were used in the battle it- 
self, Thomas said. However, one 
hair-splitting Civil War buff 
says he has never heard of 
powder horns being carried in 
that war. Thomas says the 
“Captured Moment’’ trio, after 
four .years of war, were re 
duced to using what came to 
hand, including a muzzle-loading 
French pistol.
